a special interest group. It goes to 
prove that if we will only write inour 
views, Florida Skip will print them 
without fear or favor. 

In my article to the Editor for the 
October issue; let me state that I re- 
ceived comment from Ken, W4SMK, 
from ONYX and also provoked an ar- 
ticle out of George, K4AV. First, let 
me say I discounted the comment from 
ONYX, as I was taught to stand up and 
be identified whenever I made state~ 
ments or passed judgments; regard- 
less of how popular or unpopular they 
might be; and to put no stock in the 
utterings of unidentified nonentities.

Some Facts About EARS ... 


The EARS, formerly the Eg- 
lin Amateur Radio Society, is 
established on Eglin AFB as a 
private association in accord- 
ance with AFR-176-1. Its ex- 
istence and operation have been 
approved by the Base Comman- 
der, Colonel Peck, 

The current home of EARS is 
Bldg. 809, located just north of 
the N.C.O, Club, The building 
is shared with the Civil Air Pa- 
trol. 

The EARS Amateur Radio So- 
ciety was formed in 1949 and 
has been active continuously 
since that time. While there is 
a continual turnover of mem- 
bership the average member- 
ship is about thirty, with about 
ninety percent of these holding 
FCC licenses as amateurs, 

The Club has its own radio 
station with the call sign W4- 
SRX,. Over the years the club 
has acquired from its own re- 
sources a fairly complete set 
of equipment for operation and 
all ham bands from 80 meters 
through 2 meters, including AM ; 
CW, and SSB, Antennas include 
rotary beams for 20, 15, 10, 6 
and 2 meters; verticals for local 
coverage on 10 and 2 meters; 
and horizontal dipoles for 80, 
40, and 20 meters, 

EARS plays a large part in 
furnishing communications for 
Eglin in times of emergency, 
EARS support is coveredinEA- 
FB Operations plans 2-64, 7-64 
and 4-65, which are the Disaster 
Control, Emergency Communi- 
cations, and Hurricane Plans, 
Basically, EARS provides sup- 
port in two areas; 1, through the 
VHF home stations and mobile 
units of the members, it pro- 
vides communications from Eg- 
lin to surrounding housing areas 


and designated shelter points, 
for message handling, recall of 
personnel, etc., when telephone 
lines are overloaded or out of 
operation; 2, through its high 
power H.F, single sideband and 
C.W, stations it provides back 
up circuits to such off-base 
points as Miami and New Or- 
leans Weather Bureaus, Amer- 
ican Red Cross Headquarters in 
Atlanta and Civil Defense 
Headquarters in Atlanta, and 
Civil Defense Headquarters in 
Jacksonville, Fla, and Thomas- 
ville, Ga. In addition, direct 
contact on HF and VHF is main- 
tained with the Okaloosa Coun- 
ty Civil Defense offices in 
Crestview, 

Close liaison with MARS is 
maintained and the Clubitself is 
a MARS member and authorized 
to operate onMARS frequencies 
as AF4SRX. Messages can be 
transferred from amateur to 
MARS channels and vice-versa 
as required,
